Newport 
To Geelong 
Railway 


The tronsfer of Aus- 
tralia’s first country rail- 
way, privately operated be- 
tween Newport and Geelong 
by the Geelong and Mel- 
bourne Railway Co., to the 
Government was assented to 
by the Victorion Parliament 
on June 8, 1860 — 110 
years ago. ' 


On that date, Act No. 96 
vested the railway in the 
Board of Land and Works. 
Official transfer dated from 
September 3, 1860, the Vic- 
torian Railways Commission- 
ers recalled today. , 


The cost was $1,600,000 
to which had to be added 
$500,00 estimated expen- 
diture for repairing the fine. 


Most of the compony’s 
staff, nine locomotives, 20 
passenger carriages and 
about 50 wagons were ab- 
sorbed into the Victorian 
Railways. 


Earlier, there |had been 
strong apposition to the rail- 
way. Melbourne interests 
were threatened by it and its 
opponents held that it would 
divert through Geelong 
much of the traffic to the 
Ballarat goldfields. 


There existed a spirit of 
what some had called 
jealousy and antagonism be- 
tween the two cities. Sir 
Henry Barkly (Governor of 
Victoria) preferred to des- 
cribe it as a “spirit of heal- 
thy competition out of 
which much’ good might 
come,*’ 


e Approval for the building 
of the Geelong line had 
been granted by the Legis- 
lative Council in 1853, and 
the Government gave $2000 
to the Geelong and Mel- 
bourne Co, for preliminary 
expenses. The company had 
no particular route in mind, 
other than from Geelong 
towards Melbourne. 


The first turf was cut and 
the foundation stone at 
Geelong station laid by the 
Lieutenant-Governor (C, J. 
La_ Trobe) in September 
1853. 


Contracts were let for 
building the line at one 
stage, 100 prisoners were 
hired to the company ot 50c 
each daily. Construction of 
the fine was completed in 
1857. 


Later that year, when the 
Geelong Raifway was con- 
nected to the first completed 
portion of the Victorian 
Government Railways, trains 
ran through from Newport to 
a temporary station at Wil- 
liamstown (Gellibrand’s 
Point). 


But, running into finan- 
cial difficulties, the Geelong 
Co. asked the Government if 
it was interested in purchas- 
ing the fine. The reply was 
favourable but needed an 
Act of Parliament. 


One of the problems on 
the line, which had no sig-~ 
nal system, was that the 
locomotives were too heavy 
and unsuitable for traffic. 


in June 1858, when. the 
company owed $2,000 in 
wages to staff, a distress 
warrant was issued at Wil- 
liamstown Court and con- 
stables met the morning 
train on arrival at Williams- 
town Pier and took posses- 
sion of three carriages. 
Another three were taken 
from the ofternoon train. 
The carriages were sold by 
auction for $1,780 —— pre- 
sumably to an agent for the 
company, because they later 
returned to the Geelong- 
Williamstown train service,

Mr. Gravell was of course one of the Old 
“Dads” and is still prominent in lodge circles 


but pre-eminently he is 
up. 


Born in 1885 he is a 
man of many memories. 
He can tell much of early 
Williamstown and its people. 
But of himself and his fam- 
ily the full story has not 
been told, and it probably 
never wilf. ;

Mr. Munro had a son 
Adam and two daughters. 
A daughter Maggie married 
a Mr. Gravel, William 
Grovell was their son. Adam 
who lived to his 98th year 
was a notable character.

Mr. Gravell’s family came 
to Williamstown for health 
reasons when he was about 
15 years old.

His 
father died in 1921.
